Bert Ly o n s, a Milro y barber an d a

back that he in ten ded to co mmit su i­ 
cide. 
lie came to this city , bu t left 
immediately an d all trace o f him has 
been lo st. A search was k ep t u p by 
relativ es an d the o fficers o f sev eral 
to wn s an d cities to day , bu t u p u n til 
a late ho u r n o thin g co u ld be learn ed 
o f the missin g barber an d it is fear­ 
ed by so me that he has carried o u t 
his threat o f self destru ctio n . 
Ly o n s left Milro y 
y esterday at 
twelv e o ’clo ck in a bu ggy , driv in g 
here. 
He p u t the rig u p in a lo cal 
liv ery barn an d fro m that time o n 
n o o n e has been fo u n d that saw him. 
He wro te a letter to the Milro y liv ­ 
ery man to co me after his o u tfit, say ­ 
in g he wo u ld n o t retu rn it. 
Ly o n s 
wro te an o ther letter to his wife, say ­ 
in g he n ev er in ten ded to retu rn an d 
when he did he wo u ld be in a wo o den 
bo x . To his emp lo y er, Harry Richey , 
he wro te that he in ten ded to co mmit 
su icide an d n ev er ex p ected to see 
him again . 
Ly o n s wo rk ed y esterday mo rn in g 
an d when he left he did n o t tak e an y 
mo n ey o u t o f the drawer where the 
receip ts are k ep t, n either did he tak e 
an y o f his to o ls. 
Afterwards a 
n u mber o f letters were fo u n d at his 
ho me, addressed to v ario u s frien ds 
abo u t Milro y an d he ev iden tly n eg­ 
lected to mail them. 
Mo st o f them 
were written in the same ten o r. 
Ly o n s set fo rth 
that 
fin an cial 
tro u bles wo rried him, an d seeing he 
co u ld n o t meet his o bligatio n s he in ­ 
ten ded to en d it all by tak in g his o wn 
life. 
It is u n dersto o d that 
Ly o n s is 
heav ily in v o lv ed fo r o n e en gaged in 
the barber bu sin ess. 
He had the 
agen cy fo r the Kahn Tailo rin g Co .

George H. Frazier of Philadelphia, all 
of whom are directors of the company . 
Indictments also were fou nd against 
Gu stav e Kissel and Thomas B. Hart­ 
nett, cou nsel for Adolph Segal. There 
were fou rteen cou nts. 
Indictment« charge the corporation, 
the American Su gar Refining company 
and the persons accu sed with con­ 
spiracy in restraint of trade in v iola­ 
tion of the Sherman anti-tru st law. 
The defendants will answer to the in­ 
dictments in cou rt nex t Tu esday . 


MYSTERIOUS TRAGEDY 


London Sta rtle d by a Double Politic a l 


As s a s s ina tion. 
London, Ju ly 2.—A startling dou ble 
assassination, of a political character, 
occu rred last night towards the con­ 
clu sion of a pu blic gathering at the 
Imperial institu te. An Indian stu dent, 
whose name is not known, shot and 
killed Lieu t. Col. Sir William Hu tt’ 
Cu rzon Wy llie and Dr. Calas Lalcaca 
of Shanghai. 
Wy llie, who had held 
important Indian appointments, fell 
dead on the spot. Dr. Lalcaca showed 
signs of life after he fell and was hu r­ 
ried to St. George’s hospital, bu t on 
arriv al there it was fou nd that he was 
dead. 
Those near the assassin held him 
u ntil the arriv al of the police. He had 
two rev olv ers, a dagger and a knife. 
All were new, and it is believ ed the 
crime was premeditated. 
The attack on Sir William occu rred 
on a wide sq u are leading to the stair­ 
case, which has been u sed as an ov er­ 
flow smoking roam. 
Sir William and 
Lady Wy llie were ju st preparing to de­ 
part when the former was approached 
by the Indian stu dent. 
One bu llet 
shattered the right ey e and another 
pierced the face ju st below the left 
ey e. 
Dr. Lalcaca was a Parsee, and 
from present ev idence it wou ld seem 
that he was shot accidentally . The as­ 
sassin, who Is also a Parsee, is abou t 
twenty -fiv e y ears old. 
He was cool 
and self-possessed after his arrest. He 
has maintained an obstinate silence. 
The identification of the man so far 
has been impossible, as a great nu m­ 
ber of v isiting cards bearing different 
names were fou nd on him.

fence. 
Ropes were no t u sed at the polls, 
stretched 
from 
pole to 
pole, 
bu t 
child ren were su bstitu ted . 
Two long 
lines o f them were fo u nd at ev ery 
v oting place where they stood senti­ 
nel-like u ntil late in the afterno o n 
and when one started in to v ote they 
wou ld pipe ou t “Vote y es fo r me!” 
One o f the “v illage cu t-u ps,” attired 
in the co stu me o f a ru ralite, led a 
large hog thro u gh the streets with a 
sign fastened on bo th sid es o f it 
read ing: “Well then. Vote No Fo r 
Me.” Two women, whose hu sband s 
were no to rio u sly known as habitu al 
d ru nkard s, parad ed the streets car­ 
ry ing a wash tu b between them and 
two signs that read : 
“This is what 
the salo o n has d one fo r me.”—“Vote 
No, if y ou want to co ntinu e this co n­ 
d itio n.” Many su ch incid ents, with a 
to u ch o f patho s o r etimed y were fre­ 
q u ently seen in Dov er that d ay . The 
women had a nu mber o f mo to r cars 
which they u sed in hau ling old and 
infirm and d elinq u ent v o ters to thfe 
polls. 
Not an inv alid was left u n­ 
solicited and if he agreed he wTas 
hu stled to the v oting place u nd er 
the 
tend er care o f the enthu siastic fe­ 
males. 
Free lu nch was 
serv ed a t 
noon by the women in sev eral v a ca nt 
bu siness rooms and it afford ed 
them 
an ex cellent o po rtu nity to d eliv er 
a r- 
gu mentiv e after-d inner talks to those 
who had no t v o ted and 
were still in 
d ou bt. 
The “wets” were equa lly a s busy , 
in fa ct they had counted on election 
da y to turn the tide with money a nd 
“ booze.” Ev ery body wa s drunk 
tha t 
wa nted to be for a consta nt flow of 
liquor wa s kept going 
in the cha n­ 


nels where it was tho u ght it wou ld 
■ d o any good . 
Capt. Moffett, aggra­ 
v ated to the point o f to rtu re, tried 
to mu ster his old time fo rces and re­ 
triev e the grou nd he had lost, bu t all 
to no av ail. 
By ten o’clock in the

I hav e nev er 
been able to u nderstand why twenty - 
two y ears ago the Lord led me into a 
chu rch u sing a litu rgy and asked me 
to su bmit to wearing a gown u nless 
He did so that He might thu s reach 
some with the simplicity of the gos­ 
pel and the gloriou s tru ths of the king­ 
dom and the second coming of Christ 
who might not otherwise hav e been 
reached.

In Nehemlah we hav e one of the 
most Inspiring patriots in ancient his­ 
tory . 
He was one of the nu mber of 
I the Jews who remained in Baby lon 
after the retu rn of many in the reign 
j of Cy ru s. He held a high position lin- 
' der Artax erx es, being a cu pbearer of 
the king in Shu shan, the winter resi­ 
dence of the king of Persia. 
While 
j thu s situ ated v isitors from Jeru salem 
j told him the story of the sad condi­ 
tion of the people and city of Jeru sa­ 
lem. He became sad and sorrowfu l in 
appearance, which led the king to ask 
him the cau se of his trou ble, and when 
It w*as ex plained the king allowed him 
to retu rn to Jeru salem. 
On doing so 
he arou sed the people from 
their 
lethargy and, ov ercoming v ariou s diffi­ 
cu lties. finished his task. 
He ru led 
for twelv e y ears, restoring the temple 
and the ancient law, which was fou nd 
in the ru ins of the temple, and deal­ 
ing ou t ju stice and equ ity to all. Noth­ 
ing is known of him ex cept what is 
contained in his book, which shou ld 
be read at this time by ev ery Ei> 
deav orer. 
It is intensely Interesting 
from beginning to end and giv es u s a 
complete pictu re of the patriotism of 
a man, which cou nted. 
1. Patriotism that cou nts is an in­ 
born, inherent patriotism. 
Tru e lov e 
of cou ntry cannot be manu factu red. 
It cannot be made to order. 
It mu st 
be born into the man and be a natu ral 
part of his being. The patriot is born, 
not made. 
It was so with Nehemlah. 
No sooner did Nehemlah hear that his 
cou ntry was in distress than he “sat 
down and wept and mou rned certain 
day s and fasted and pray ed before the 
God of heav en.” 
No su ch resu lts 
cou ld hav e been produ ced by a pre­ 
tense of patriotism. 
Nothing bu t an 
inborn lov e of cou ntry cou ld hav e pro­ 
du ced them. 
His sincerity cou ld not 
be dou btec^ becau se his feelings were 
manifested in his appearance. 
Tru e 
patriotism is alway s of su ch a char­ 
acter, and we may thank God that no 
nation ex ceeds onr own in this kind of 
patriots. 
2. Patriotism that counts must 
be 
self sacrificing. 
The man who says 
“ I love my country” and then when 
it Is in distress refuses to deny him­ 
self for it belles his words. Nehemlah 
was no such a patriot Once he left a 
position of ease and lux ury, returned 
to his native land and, amid great 
privations and dangers, gave all his 
powers fbr the restoration of his peo­ 
ple. The patriotism that counts must 
not consider self. 
It does not weigh 
personal pleasure and ease against pri- 


ing. bu t not strong enou gh to compel 
them all to go to the second serv ic e, 
then. Instead of commending it for 
what it has accomplished, the adv ice 
is giv en. “Disband it.” “Dy namite it.”

State Board of Health Sends Out a 


Sample Ordinance to Warn 


the People. 


T A K ES 
EFFECT 
TH IS 
MONTH 


In furthering its warfare against 
the housefly in its effort to prevent 
the spread of disease by the pests, 
the State board of health has pre­ 
pared a sample ordinance which, is 
being sent to all the cities and towns 
of the State with a request that it be 
placed on the ordinance hooks and 
enforced to the letter. 
Speedy response is requested in 
order to make the ordinance effective 
through the latter part of July, Aug­ 
ust and the early part of September, 
when danger from the housefly is at 
its height. 
The principal provisions 
of the proposed ordinance declare 
that it shall be unlawful for any per­ 
son, finn or corporation to maintain 
any of the following conditions, all 
of which are held by the State board 
to be fly producing and disease-caus­ 
ing: Animal excretion in any quan­ 
tity 
when not 
properly 
protected 
from flies, closets, vaults, cesspools, 
pits, or like places not thus protect­ 
ed; garbage in any quantity not so 
protected; 
trash, 
litter, 
rags or 
anything whatsoever in which flies 
may breed or multiply. The propos­ 
ed measure makes it the duty of the 
chief of police and health officers to 
enforce the provisions of the meas­ 
ure
